Covernor Michael Dukakis has 
received an invitation from the Ac- 
ting Acting Chairman of the 
Wilmington Finance Committee to 
participate in the Annual Town 
Meeting. which starts on March 12 

The Acting Acting ‘Chairman 
would like to demonstrate just how 
much of the control of the Town 
Meeting is no longer in the hands 
of the voters. 

The invitation could not be given 
by the Chairman, Christian 
Bachman. Mr. Bachman has been 
a very ill man for nearly two 
weeks. 

Nor could it be given by the Vice 
Chairman, Joe Casey. Mr. Casey is 
on active duty with the United 
States Marine Corps, where he 
holds the rank of Master Sergeant. 

A third member of the Finance 
Committee is on a trip to Ireland, 
and that has left the committee 
with only six members to attend a 
meeting. The quorum is five. 

The committee has finished its 
deliberations for the annual Town 
Meeting. and its recommendations 
are now in the hands of the printer. 

Reports around Wilmington say 
that if the recommendations of the 
Finance Committee are followed 
in the Town Meeting the result will 
be a tax rate of $63.50.

any point 
and the depth of the building.”” 

The discussion on Article 29 took 
up quite a time. one of the com- 
mentators being Selectman Gillis. 
The purpose of the article is to pre- 
vent lots. which are extreme in 
shape, but the words ‘“‘depth of the 
building” kept cropping up in the 
conversation. Perhaps there were 
those who understood what was be- 
ing said. There were most certain- 
ly those who could only wonder. 

Article 30 was even more baffl- 
ing. in that it spoke of a “radius of 
a curve” and other items, with the 
frontage being capable of being 
reduced to 80 feet. In this instance 
too, the requirement applied at the 
building line. to add to the confu- 
sion. 

Bill Hooper of the Planning 
Board felt that perhaps the wor- 
ding meant 80% instead of 80 feet. 
He had several reasons. One was 
that there seemed to be no applica- 
tion to any one residential zone. 

Mr. Hooper drew pictures of the 
types of building lots the article 
was intended to prevent - lots with 
all sorts of shapes. 

It was pointed out that the pre- 
sent bylaw prevents such lots by 
its present wording, and the 
audience was told that the new 
wording was intended to ‘‘im- 
prove.” 

It left the audience thoroughly 
baffled. and Gillis echoed the sen- 
timent of the meeting when he said

Mr. Gillis jumped on the wor- 
ding of (6) Article 28. The Section 
VIE. he said, should have been IV- 
5. 

Mrs. Hooper was unhappy about 
the definitions under (9), par- 
ticularly about two pupils, for 
music instruction. She wanted to 
know what a teacher would do who 
was trying to teach a quarter of, 
say. cornetists.

What a week! What a glorious, 
spectacular week. Everyone, at 
some time in his life, should ex- 
perience the thrill of such a week. 
Last week it was the Wi

championship meet with a 15 point 
bulge over nearest competitor, An- 
dover and on Saturday, won the 

Class C in the State Meet by the 

slimmest of margins, one-half 

point over Xavarian of Westwood. 

That skinny half point victory 
compensated in part for the Wild- 
cats’ loss last June to powerful 
Brockton in the State Meet by one 
point. It was a happy group of 
young men who accepted that 
championship plaque Saturday 

from Mr. Hawkes, Reading 
Athletic Director on behalf of the 
Massachusetts Secondary School 
Principal's Association. Six years 
ago when winter track began at the 
high school, the team won a single 
meet. Now the cycle had been 
completed. 

Monday’s victory over Austin 
was discussed in last week's Crier 
so there is little need to rehash the 
events Teading up to the first 
winter track title for the team, but 
Thursday's meet deserves more 
than passing mention.

Tony Gravallese could manage 
only a fourth in the latter in spite 
of running a season's best in the 
Cage. An heroic effort by an un- 
heralded Mickey Grant in the mile 
(4:46.6) was not quite enough for 
fifth place. Wilmington’s lead had 
now shrunk to nine points, 33 - 24. 
How Doug Spring managed to run 
so fast in the two mile, even he 
doesn't know. Doug obliterated his 
own school record and the opposi- 
tion enroute to a half-lap victory 
with 9:45.5 clocking. After the 
first mile and a quarter noone was 
close. Tim Nee’s first place in the 
high jump and another wire-to- 
wire victory in the relay by Nee, 
Roueche, McCully and Coville was 
frosting on the cake. 

Saturday was another case of 
building up an early lead, then 
hanging on for dear life. McCully 
again opened up with a first place 
in the hurdles, overtaking Dennis 
Dent of East Boston at the third 
hurdle and winning by two feet in 
6.0 seconds.

Town of Wilmington 
. The Public Dump 
. Situation in Wilmington 


There will be a Public Meeting to discuss Solid 
Waste Disposal at 8 pm March 4, 1975, in the 
Wilmington Memorial Library. 


Article 7 on the Town Meeting Warrant concerns the 
appropriation of $300,000 for the purpose of developing 
a sanitary landfill for the disposal of Wilmington’s 
solid waste. Article 8 concerns the appropriation of 
funds for operating the landfill. The many questions 
that have been raised by the residents of Wilmington 
indicate that the issue of the new sanitary landfill may 
not be well understood by the public. During three 
editions of the Town Crier we will attempt to explain 
the problem under 3 topics: (1) WHY MOVE? (2) 
HOW WILL IT BE OPERATED? and (3) WHAT WILL 
IT COST? The first topic, WHY MOVE, appeared in 
the February 13 edition of the Town Crier. In this edi- 
tion we are answering questions on HOW WILL IT BE 


OPERATED. 
HOW WILL IT 
BE OPERATED? 


(1) What is solid waste? 


Solid waste is rubbish, garbage, yard trimmings and 
the like. 


(2) What is the difference between a dump and a 
sanitary landfill? 


A dump operation does not properly compact and 
cover the waste material. A sanitary landfill com- 
pacts disposed waste, covers the waste each day with 
earth and provides for proper drainage so that the 
buried waste does not filter into the ground water. No 
burning is allowed. 


(3) What does the Town presently have, a dump or a 
sanitary landfill? 


The Town presently has a dump. The proposed new 
site on the Wilmihgton/Woburn line near Route 38 will 
be operated as a sanitary landfill. 


(4) Who owns the present dump? 


The present dump is privately owned. The proposed 
sanitary landfill would be owned by the Town. 


(5) Who will operate the sanitary landfill, the Town or 
a private contractor? 


It is recommended that a qualified private contrac- 
tor selected by public bidding be designated for the day 
to day operations of the landfill. 


(6) Who will supervise the overall management of the 
sanitary landfill? 


The Board of Health and the Board of Selectmen. 


(7) Will solid waste from out of Town be disposed of at 
the new sanitary landfill? 


There will be controls established to keep waste 
from neighboring towns from being disposed of at the 
landfill site. Each town resident will be issued a 
sticker for a nominal fee. 


(8) Hasn’t the proposed site already been stripped of 
gravel? Where will the cover material come from that 
is used at the sanitary landfill each day? 


Eddy confirms that there is enough cover material for 
the first seven years at the site. In the final stages of 
the sanitary landfill the cover material will have to be 
brought in. 


(9) Will there be recycling efforts? ‘ 


Complete separation of recyclable materials is an 
expensive operation and fhe market for these 
materials fluctuates. A voluntary recycling effort is 
being recommended. Space will be made available at 
the new site. Salvaging of metals and other such items 
will take place at the site. 


(10) What happens to our rubbish and garbage now? 


Household rubbish and yard trimmings are 
delivered to the present dump for disposal either by in- 
dividuals or by private refuse contractor. Garbage is 
collected by private contractor and is used for animal 
feed. 


(11) Will there be house to house collection of garbage 
and rubbish? 


Current garbage collection will be terminated. It is 
felt that house to house trash collection is too expen- 
sive to start at the present time. You can either 
privately contract to have your solid waste (rubbish 
and garbage) taken to the landfill or carry it yourself 
as is presently done. 


(12) What is a transfer station? 


This is a structure which will house the large con- 
tainers into which the trash is tossed. Cars will drive 
up to the side and deposit their solid waste. When fill- 
ed the containers will be taken to the landfill site. This 
will eliminate cars at the actual site. 


(13) Will the new sanitary landfill attract rats? 


The sanitary landfill operation calls for compaction 
of waste as it arrives at the site. Each day the waste 
would be covered with about six inches of earth. Com- 
paction and cover, along with general sanitary 
operations should iminmize rodent problems. A ro- 
dent control system will also be implemented. 


(14) What will be the effect of the new disposal site on 
the abuttors? 


The new site will be more acceptable than the pre- 
sent site. The new site will be planted and landscaped 
(green belt) for a distance of 100 feet tb abutting 
property lines. There will be an eight foot high 
galvanized fence to keep unauthorized people from 
gaining access. Proper litter and rodent control 
measures will be taken. 


(15) What are the hours of operation of the new 
sanitary landfill? 


It is recommended that the sanitary landfill be clos- 
ed only on Tuesdays and major holidays. Hours 8:30 
am to 3:30 pm.

Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Ballou 
probably won a point, Tuesday 
night, in a zoning discussion before 
the Wilmington Planning Board. 

The Ballou hearing was relative 
to Article 44. in the Warrant for 
the annual Town Meeting.

Mrs. Ballou told the Planning 
Board that she had been ill, and the 
expense of the past four years 
made it imperative that there be a 
solution to the land problem. 

She cited how other lots of land 
on Gowing Brook had building per- 
mits, and how the one she and her 
husband owned seemed to be 
blocked. 

They had made the lot into one of 
70.000 square feet, with a 175 foot 
frontage, the board was told. No 
filling would be required to build a 
home and have an area for a septic 
system. 

When the town had a vote on 
Flood Plain neither Mr. nor Mrs. 
Ballou were able to be present. 
The flood plain line, as it was 
drawn, was on the lot land of the 
land being discussed 

Mrs. Ballou said that there had 
been a Board.of Appeals. hearing, 
which had resulted in a ruling in 

favor of the Ballou family. The 
Building Inspector had found 
nothing wrong. and the Board of 
Health had found nothing wrong. 

Yet there was something block- 
ing the Ballou family. They had 
put this article into the Warrant 
for tf Town Meeting to find out 
what the trouble was. 

The Chairman, Arthur Harding, 
said he was confused. Was it 
because of the Conservation Com- 
mission, or because of the 
Wetlands Act? 

Bill Hooper thought it may be 
that there would be trouble with 
the septic system. 

Joseph Kulig, Chairman of the 
Conservation Commission, didn't 
believe it was so. 

Dan Ballou, who. had come in, 
said the only grading he was plan- 
ning was to make the place look 
Rood 

Bill Hooper said he was con- 
fused 

So did Dan Ballou 

And so did the Chairman, Arthur 
Harding 

Mrs. Ursula Leahy of the 
Conservation Commission, spoke 
up. The Conservation Commis- 
Sion, she said, is not in business to 
“make things miseravle”’ for peo- 
ple. “If the property is wetlands, 
there will have to be a public hear- 
ing. If everything looks good there 
will be no problem.’ 

Ballou said he was well aware of 
the Conservation Commission, and 
that he had heard it said that the

unbuildable lot." 

The Planning Board Chairman, 
Arthur Harding, asked Ballou if he 
would consider making an accep- 
table lot. say 125 by 180, out ph the 
area.

It seems that the Ballou family 
may get a ruling that will be 
favorable. or a favorable vote in 
the Town Meeting. after the Plan- 
ning Board has considered the

Wilbur Thomas 

Wilbur Thomas of Lowell Street 
is trying to rezone to Industrial 
some land (4% acres) which 
belongs to his mother and his 
sister. He has been trying for 
several years Someday he 
probably will succeed. The land in 
question lies between West Street 
and Route 93, and along Lowell 
Street 

Tuesday night he again appeared 
vefore the Planning Board, He 
yanted to rezone the land, and to 
sell it because of the expenses of 
keeping his mother in a nursing 
home. 

In answer to questions he said he 
did not have a ready buyer. The 
Blais - Porter people in Reading 
had been interested. There was 
another party of whom he had 
heard through a real estate agent. 

The difficulty with the lot is that 


there is no frontage on Lowell 
Street. All the frontage is on West 
Street. 


Blais Porter, chevrolet Agency 
in Reading, is still trying to get a 
site for an agency in Wilmington. 

Last year they had located at a 
site at the intersection of Route 93 
and Lowell Street. There were a 
few more or less stormy sessions 


with abuttors and some selectmen— 


Sometimes the sessions were 
quite nice. but it took a lot of time, 
and then the State took the land to 
build an additional ramp, for 
Route 93. 

The Blais Porter people had con- 
sidered the lot of land that Mr 
Thomas seeks to rezone, but it was 
not satisfactory to Chevrolet 
headquarters in Détroit 

Now Blais Porter was before the 
Planning Board to ask that a lot of 
land at the corner of Concord 
Street and Route 93 be zoned so 
they could have an agency there. 
Like the former site, they wanted 
to have a sign proclaiming 
YANKEE CHEVROLET. 

An attorney, James Watts/-of 
Reading. presented the case. #P 
found the Planning Board to 
believe that what he was proposing 
could not be done. 

Arthur Harding, chairman, ex- 
plained that he had been the Town 
Engineer a few years ago, when 
Tambone and Barbo were rezoning 
land on the other side of Route 93. 
The two men were not able to use 
any land in Wilmington for in- 


dustrial or business purposes. 
They had to buy land in North 
Reading to get their entrance into 
their land. 

This was because the (Federal) 
Bureau of Roads, in the layout of 
Route 93, had ruled that only 
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residential land be on either side of '5 
the road, by street entrance, for a 
quarter to a half mile, Harding 4 
said.
